In his review of the battle of 
the Atlantic, Alexander said that 
in 19 41, one out of every 18 1 Allied 
ships venturing into the subm a­ 
rine-infested ocean was lost. 
In 19 42. he said, only one was 
lost out of every 233, while the 
figure for 19 43 was one out of 344

The projects. Thomas said. In­ 
clude a one million acre program 
in the Arkansas v alley , a dam 
near Muskogee, Okla., and others 
as far west as California.

A FORTRESS BASE IN ENGLAND, March 7—A visiting firem an 
flew with us y esterday . He is Col. Al Harvey , who came along as com­ 
mand pilot for a look at Berlin. He got it. So did we all. 
When he climbed aboard the “Savage” this morning, I told the 
colonel I thought we d know each other pretty well before the end of 
the day . 
As it turned out, we both lost many good friends during this day of 
hell in the sky . 
There's some comfort in looking forward to the fact that we will be 
back there again to continue the war on the German doorstep. 
We were leading the high sq uadron in our group. The trip enroute to 
Berlin was fairly uneventful. We saw a flak burst here and there and 
a few German fighters. There was little to worry about until we were 
within a half-hour of the capital, 
-----------—------------ - 
then hell broke loose. 
Hun Plane* Appear 
German 
fighters came up 
in 
rows. From here it was frightful. 
Fortress 
and 
German 
fighters 
were going down all around us. 
We had our first fighter attack 
in the nose. It came in two waves, , 
12 in each, In 
the first pass, they 
got both my wing ships. 
We were fly ing high and could ; 
see the Jerries going after the low 
group. The engine of one 
Fort 
burst 
into flames, and soon 
the 
entire 
ship was afire. 
Another 
was burning from the waist to 
the tail. 
It seemed both the pilot and co­

of another ship had 
been 
killed. As the ship was hit, 
it 
started toward us out of 
control. 
I moved tltb sq uall t on over, Still 
i it 
came. Again we moved.

The other 
comes in contact rn .th . urfsce cells 
snd theae respond with s.grs of 
irritation: examples are hay fev er 
snd eontsct-dermatitis. 
Causa Unsuspected 
One reast n the akin irritation 
of contact dermatitis g es on so 
long is that the object a hirh causes 
it is so fam iliar that it is nev sr 
suspected or implicated. 
A hint as to the cuure of one of 
there ca tea of dermatitis can be 
gained by considering the place 
where the fk.n eruption occurs. 
A Detroit physician, Dr. George 
L. VS abbott, sent out a question­ 
naire to a number of dermatolo­ 
gists taking them to inc.eau on a 
chart tne commonest causes, 
in 
their experience, of eruptions on 
different paru of the body. The 
results were: 
Forehead: Hatband, hair net, 
bathing csp. 
Nofe: (Spectacle frame. 
E ars: Earrings, ear phons. 
Face: Cosmetics, shav ing soaps, 
creams, lotions, bod clothes (pillow 
slips, blankets). 
Neck: Starch in collar, scarv es, 
jewelry. 
Shoulder: 
Suspenders, 
slips, 
dry cleaning fluid, nail polish 
(from touching fingers to neck). 
Armpits: Depilatory,deodorant, 
dry cleaning fluid, dreea shield. 
Ov er Chest: Brassiere, match 
box in v est pocket. 
Middle of Back: Zipper. 
Hands: Glov es, liquid soap dis­ 
penser, ring, powder, matches, 
handling flowers (primroses lead). 
W aist: Truss, shorts, sanitary 
belt, girdle, diaper, rubier pad, 
toilet seat, bathing trunks. 
Legs: Matches in trouser pock­ 
et, dry cleaning fluid, garters, 
garter clasps, socks, oil on trou­ 
sers o f workers, theatre seat (on 
back of foreleg), depilatory, ga- 
loehes (fur lining especially), arm 
chair. 
Peculiarities of Reactions 
Local reactions of this kind hav e 
some peculiarities ahich are the 


result of the cell reactions, and 
which ue do not understand en­ 
tirely. The lo-al skin cells may not 
react v, h er, first brought into con­ 
tact w ith the offending substance, 
but then gradually and slowly de­ 
v elop sensitiv eness 
which

worse with ev ery contact. 
For r xample, a man may use the

North 
American lend-lease assistance has 
prov ided mu ch of the heav y m ate­ 
rial su ch as large-caliber gu ns and 
tank s.

schools. Delinquency has been on 
the increase since America went 
all out against the Axis, and the 
w ar gets blame for this. 
'Peace officers of the city and 
county as well as the courts have 
done and are doing 
everything 
they know* to correct the situa­ 
tion,” Mayor Ben 
Gordon 
said 
Tuesday, 
"but 
success 
is 
not 
crowning our efforts. Maybe it is 
not an adult problem at all. Maybe 
the boys and girls have a solution. 
In any event, I 
intend 
asking 
them. I am candid in 
adm itting 
the need for help and I have no 
idea where to turn unless it be to 
the kids themselves." 
To Call On School* 
Mayor Gordon expects to 
ask 
school authorities to conduct 
a 
forum, either public or private, in 
w’hlch boys and girls may express 
their opinions of the delinquency 
problem, the cause of delinquency 
and their ideas 
for 
correction. 
‘'The boys and girls know what Is 
going on,” said the mayor. “They 
know the penalties most feared, 
but above all they have a better 
understanding than any adult as 
to the actual causes. 
The 
kids 
themselves can and will 
correct 
much of this difficult situation if 
we give them the chance.” 
The mayor pointed to the Youth 
Canteen, to be opened April I, as 
a big step along the road to solv-1 
ing the delinquency problem. Boys 
and girls, under supervision of the 
adult organization, will govern the 
Canteen. Hal Dean, prime mover 
in the Canteen project, believes 
that the youths will do a better 
job of operating the 
institution 
than would be possible for adults. 
Mayor Gordon is of the same opin­ 
ion. 
Praise* (unteen 
“I know’ the Youth Canteen will 
prove one of our most valuable 
institutions," the mayor declared. 
“Boys and girls of the city and 
county for the first time will be 
assum ing direct responsibility for 
youth conduct. That they will do 
a good job I have no doubt. And I 
think it entirely likely that they 
will give us many 
pointers 
in 
handling situations dealing 
with 
youths.” 
The mayor pointed 
out 
that 
public officials for years 
have 
sought a solution of 
the 
delin­ 
quency problem, but 
th at 
the 
seriousness increases despite every 
effort. "Certainly, something 
is 
W'rong.” he declared. “It is about 
time that we approached the prob­ 
lem from a different angle. I have 
no doubt that the school authors 
ties will cooperate in this move­ 
m ent and I have no doubt of com­ 
plete cooperation of the boys and 
girls themselves.” 
Mayor Gordon expects to

week. He will urge that the for­ 
ums be held as soon as possible 
and ask for a complete survey of 
the suggestions made by boys and 
girls.
